MacGregor was taken into 
custody last night by Police Ju- 
venile Division detectives at 
the scout council office, 75A

into custody at his home. 

Police said the arrests fol- 
lowed an investigation of sev- 
eral weeks by Policewoman 
Linda Jackson and Juvenile 
Division detectives.
